"strongly supports” Gorham. Only 
Demos and Chairman Bob Surran 
supported Fay's choice: 


Rather than make another re- 
commendation, Fay said he would 
wait until a full committee was 
present then go down the list again 
until a principal was chosen, 

The only member absent was 
Bridget Zukas. In a surprise an- 
nouncement, Surran said he had 
received a letter of resignation 
from Zukas. Shirley Callan, sug- 
gested they table any move to 
accept the resignation to give 
Zukas a chance to reconsider. 
Some members noted Zukas has 
been hospitalized for a time. Callan 
called Zukas "a valuable member 
of this committee” who had carned 
her respect. 

There was some concern that the 
longer the committee took to 
choose a new principal, the more 
likely it was that school would open 
without one. Fay explained that 
Tikonoff had left the Wildwood 
School in good shape before 
moving to the North Intermediate 
principalship.

The accusation was made by 
Selecuman Michacl McCoy. McCoy 
told his fellow sclectmen though he 
hoped he was wrong, he was under 
the impression the commission was 
allowingsdevelopers to bring a se- 
wer line across ICI Resins and 
Avco properties to Lowell Street to 
service a proposed hotel and 
nursing home in the West Street 
area. This, he claimed, was a 
deviation from the master plan 
Any deviation, he added, would be 
sure to hurt the town's long- 
standing case against the Investors 
Management Group (IMG), which 
had asked to make changes to the 
commission's plan in order to 
sewer a proposed affordable hous- 
ing project off Ballardvale Street

When the town turned down the 
request and denied IMG a compre 
hensive permit, the case was re- 
viewed by a Slac agency, which is 
now going over additional evi- 
dence before rendering a decision 
McCoy told selectmen he felt if the 
commissioners were changing their 
master plan to accomodate devel 
opers then they were "flirting with 
danger" and shouldn't be serving 
on a board. 

Shocked selectmen urged McCoy 
not to say anymore in public which 
could jeopardize the town's case 
against IMG. They told McCoy 
even if his information was correct,

Selectmen approve Main Street 
site for recycling center

The location of a recycling and 
compost center on a 37-acre site on 
‘old Main Street was approved by a 
close vote of Selectmen Tuesday 
despite an outcry by arca residents 
opposed to such a facility in their 
backyards, Town mecting voters 
had approved an appropriation of 
$14,000 for site preparation for a 
recycling center. An advisory com 
mittce was formed this June to 
begin looking into recycling op- 
tions. 

Assistant Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull, who chairs the committ 
outlined his group's proposal. He 
told sclectmen “our primary issue 
is to get our foot in the door and 
start some type of program.” 

Hull said by diverting some 
materials such as newspapers, glass, 
aluminum, and yard wastes from 
the waste stream into a recycling 
program, Wilmi 
reduce the solid waste going to 


on st 


East Solid Waste Commitice 
(NESWC) by 40 percent at a 
savings of $311,160 annually to the 
town, Wilmington currently pays 
over $1 million for the disposal of 
solid waste. That figure represents 
an increase of 116 percent in the 
solid waste budget in the last three 
years, Hull said 

Hull explained it would be wise to 
consider setting up a program as 
soon as possible for two reasons 
the state is expected to mandate 
recycling in all towns in a few ycars 
and the town is close to its 1200 ton 
limit at NESWC. Town Manager 
Buzz. Stapezynski confirmed that 
the town is currently at a 1102 ton 
capacity which is almost to the limit 
accepted by NESWC. 

As proposed, the recycling center 
would consist, initially, of two 30 
cubic-yard covered containers sup- 
plied by Waste Management Co. to

A sample evaluation form for the 
superintendency was brought to the 
attention of the Wilmington School 
Committee last week by com- 
mittcemen James Demos and John 
DeMarco. 

In past months, committee mem- 
bers have discussed the importance 
of having up-to-date evaluations of 
the superintendent. A sub-com- 
mittee was formed to come up with 
an acceptable evaluation form. 

The format created by the two 
men covers six arcas: the super 
intendent's relationship with the 
school committee; his relationship 
with the community; his rel 
tionship with staff and personnel; 
his educational leadership; his busi 
ness and financial ability; and his 
personal qualities. DeMarco 
suggested that committeemen rate 
Supt. Bill Fay satisfactory, unsa 
lisfactory, or commendable in ap 
proximatcly fifty-six categories 
spread over the six areas. It was 
also suggested members use a 
narrative style to sum up any 
comments they wish to make at the 
end. 

“This is a good, substantial wool,” 
explained DeMarco as he handed 
out detailed sheets with the dif 
ferent categories. He asked for 
input and suggestions from both his 
fellow commitice members and 
Fay to improve the format 

Demos pointed out that the 
evaluation should be looked on as a 
tool to better the school system. 
Along thos¢ lines, he suggested the 
committee rate the superintendent

Grocery bags themselves have 
become part of the solid waste 
debate, Many supermarkets have 
switched to plastic bags instead of 
paper, not because of their 
environmental conscience but for 
convenience. Plastic bags occupy 


Dear Lars: 
It is no less than astounding to me 
that a state with a $12 billion 
budget still could not find the cash 
to help elderly people live at home 
in dignity. Governor Dukakis 
vetoed $7 million in home care 
funds for the elderly, and the 
legislature went home without 
taking up home care. AS a result, 
thousands more elderly people will 
be without needed services. Many 
workers may be without jobs. 

Just 10 months ago home care 
was helping 45,000 elderly people. 
Most of them are women, 
widowed, over the age of 75, and 
living alone. It's hard to believe, 
but by June of this year, that 
number had dropped to 41,500 - all 
to budget cuts. And now, the 

figures may drop as low as 38,000 
elders in 1990, 

What have we done to those 7,000 
elderly people? It was determined, 
due to needed cutbacks (needed by 
whom), that these 7,000 people 
are no longer frail enough to 
receive home care services, Due to 
severe budget cuts, home cares no 
longer have cnough money to pay 
for two hours of homemaking or 
home delivered meals for these 
elders. The result - 7,000 
grandmothers who need help at 
home - and no place to turn, 

I don't relish the idea of paying 
more taxes, Instead, I support a 
Progressive tax reform. There are 
man’ as where revenues can be 
received other than raising the 
income tax. An increase in the 
capital gains tax, or sales tax on 
certain specialized services would 
bring substantial revenues, The 
revenues should not come from the 
very person the monics are 
designed to serve. The idea of any 
New laxes is never pleasant - but 
how can we stand by and say to kids 
and elders: we don't care enough, 
Waste in government spending is 
fo lic, but neither are those 7,000 
elders now without needed home 
care services, 

The legislature may be on 
vacation, but the people who care 
for the elderly get no summer 
break. | urge readers to contact 
their State Representatives, and 
remind them that they came home - 
without home care. They should go 
back in September and override the 
home care vetoes.

tion is now charging 
oversight fees for its personnel to 
revicw and monitor hazardous 
waste sites, The state hopes to raise 
40 million dollars to pay for new 
staff.

I wrote the Town Crier as they 
spoke out how they attend all the 
water commission meetings. They 
never have responded. Why 
metered water which was 95.2 
percent of total water pumped in 
1987 fell to 76.6 percent in 1988, 
Total gallons pumped in 1988 was 
less than 1987. This amounts to a 
reduction in accounted for water 
from the town's own teport of 
204,453,702 gallons, At the same 
lime unaccounted for water went 
up by almost 200,000,000 gallons. 
The water and sewer revenues here 
could of been well over a $500,000 
or a half a million lost. I have also 
asked it to a selectman, By the way 
the Barrows wellficld never came 
on with its filtration plant until late 
in spring in 1989, Not this. All the 
questions may not be pertinent to 
the reduction in the cherry sheets, 
but they certainly are with the 
future in living in Wilmington, 
One wonders when Wilmington 
loses its source of water because it 
did not work in time like the state 
to protect it, where it will come 
from. Prof, Eliot wrote in his 
Comprehensive Planning guide to 
lead Wilmington into the year 2000 
if Wilmington did not protect its 
source it may have to go to the 
Concord River. Sounds a little like 
the state. They did not as the Town 
Crier pointed out so now it's left up 
to the communitics. As 
Wilmington has no protection of its 
water resources through bylaws 
One can only hope that residents 
will attend and make sure that their 
future with Wilmington water 
supply is being protected. Get to 
the August 22nd Planning Board 
meeting on the Industrial 
Sub-division being proposed for 
Ainsworth Road. Neighbors want 
housing, Corey wants industry. 
Find out which the Town Boards 
choose to approve. Make sure your 
sources of water are protected. If 
you don't, don’t expect others to.

Editor's reply: The fact that 
the Town Crier opposed the 
articles in town meeting for 
aguifer protection zoning should 
not be confused with the editor's 
position on protecting the town's 
water supply. 

AS presented, the aquifer pro- 
fection zoning articles had two 
flaws. First, they were not based 
on engineering studies as to where 
the aquifers were located. Second, 
they opened the town to tremen- 
dous liability, in that they took 
property rights on a grand scale 
without any compensation. 

The Town Crier supports the 
work of the Water and Sewer 
Commissioners, who are working 
on a program to determine which 
areas are critical to aquifer pro- 
tection. They are also proceeding 
with a plan which would give the 
town the benefits of controlling 
the aquifers without the liability.

Our rain gauge indicated a total 
of four and a half inches of 
precipitation fell on Wilmington 
and Tewksbury over the 12th and 
13th of August. This represents 
four to five weeks average rainfall 
and, finally, signals the end of any 
further thoughts of drought. 

A Wilmington first time 
gardener has written in to inquire 
about controlling slugs. Seems he 
came out to the garden one 
morning last week to find a nickel 
sized hole in his much anticipated 
first red tomato. His wife, a farm 
girl growing up, said it was 
probably a slug that did the 
damage. 

Since garden slugs are at their 
worst in August, this would be an 
appropriate time to discuss them 
Slugs,of course, are not inscets at 
all, rather they are mollusks. Since 
they feed primarily at night, you 
will seldom see them on your 
plants, They are an inch or so long 
and range in color from gray 10 
browry to black. Slugs are 
sometimes referred to as snails 
without shells.

Ct 


Lyme Disease isn't 
the "Black Plague"

I hate bashing my own profession 

but sometimes it’s proper, A few 
‘The Press” just go 
nd embarass some of us. 

Take Lyme disease 

Yes, yes. yes, we've been warned 
about it, and everybody is scared 
stiff now to take a walk in the grass. 

Just to set the record straight, yes, 
Lyme discase can be serious. But it 
isn’t worth cancelling your hunting 
trip, or calling off that romantic 
picnic with your honey 

The press has blown this one out 
of proportion, Makes it sound like 
a plague epidemic, for Pete's sake. 

Just cool down, think a bit, and go 
forward with your life 

Lyme disease was first noticed in 
1975, in the woodlands near Lyme, 
Connecticut, and it’s now spread all 
over the continent. But the disease 
has been known in Europe for over 
80 years, so it ain't exactly new 

The Eastern Seaboard has most of 
the reported cases of Lyme disease, 
and we're right in the strike zon 
in Eastern Massachusetts. It's here, 
alright. We are indeed at risk 

Lyme disease is spread by the bite 

of a deer tick, a smaller beastie than 
the common dog tick. The body of 
adeer tick would fill up this leuer 
‘O,” while a dog tick’s body would 
fill the hole in the capital "O" of the 
outdoors column logo, Deer ticks 
are much smaller than dog ticks. 

It is noteworthy that the adults of 
the deer tick usually feed and mate 
on deer (hunters take note) but the 
nymphal stage of the deer tick is the 
one that most often feeds on people 
Unfogtunately, the nymph is even 
smatler, and harder to spot, than an 
adult. A deer tick nymph could fit 
inside this small letter “o 

However, all ticks feed the same 
way. These little bloodsuckers hang 
onto blades of grass, with their leg 
waving, it wail for passing prey. If 
your pants leg, or your dog’s fur, 
chances to brush that unlucky blade 
of grass, the tick will swing aboard 
and start climbing up. 

The tick is looking for a warm 
sheltered spot on your body, such 
as your armpit, groin, hairline, belt 
or collar. Once satisfied with the 
location, the tick starts sucking out 
blood and body juices, and it’s head 
slowly sinks into your flesh. 

Sure this is yucky, but it also hap- 
pens to be true, and there's nothing 
you can do about Mother Nature's 
handiwork. Ignore it at your peril 

As the tick feeds its body swells, 
until a dog tick becomes the size of 
a raisin, However, if it's a deer tick, 
and if it carries the bacteria, it's 
much harder to spot, and you're 
already in trouble. The longer you 
wait, the more chance you have of 
picking Gp the bacteria for Lyme 
disease from an infected tick 

Um ... I kaow from experience 
that a tick doesn’t hurt at all, unlike 
a mosquito, You won't feel a thing 
However, you might freak out a bit 
when you find the parasite buried 
into your armpit skin. I sure did. 

Removal of a tick is simple, Just 
grab it with tweezers as close to the 
skin as possible and slowly pull it 
off. Don’t yank, don't squeeze the 
body and don’t twist. Get all of the 
parts, especially the head. Any part 
left behind may transfer the germ 

Oh, and forget all those old tricks 
like a hot cigarette to the tail, or a 
Vaseline coat. Pulling off a tick is 
just fine, if you do it carefully

and location where you camped on 
It might help later. 
metimes, hi the tick will 
drop off after feeding, and you'll 
never know you played host to the 
bloodsucker, It's best to do a “tick 
check" after every outing, to be on 
the safe side. Check the kids, too. 
The best way to run a tick check is 
tobe... uh... “studious” when you 
lake a bath or shower after a trip. 
If you do find a tick on your hide, 
there's still no problem. Tick bites 


are common as dirt, and your odds 
of getting infected are very low. 
But you need to know the signs of 
Lyme disease, just in case. 

Unfortunately, not everybody has 
the same symptoms, which is why 
Lyme disease was misdiagnosed for 
so many years. They thought it was 
any number of other diseases, and 
only now are we finding that Lyme 
is widespread. In fact, a few cases 
of Lyme disease may have been 
cured accidently. Antibiotics can 
cure Lyme disc nd they may 
have been administered to people 
on the wrong (assumed) disease. 

Anyway, the most common sign 
of Lyme is a rash, usually near the 
bite site. The rash then fades, to be 
followed by flu-like symptoms such 
as fatigue, chills, and pains in the 
joints and muscles. Interestingly, 
the disease was first called Lyme 
arthritis, since it affects the joints 
(especially knees) like arthritis. 

You could get all, or none, of the 
above symptoms, or your immune 
system might wipe the bacteria out 
with no assistance. Lucky you 

But if untreated, Lyme disease 
can result in partial paralysis, or 

rt problems, and years later it 
ght Cause even more arthritis- 
like problems. Lyme discase is 
certainly worth a call to the medics 

Your doctor can do a simple test 
for Lyme disease, offered by the 
state Department of Public Health, 
but the test works best if you've got 
the symptoms already. In the carly 
stages of infection, your body has 
not yet built up enough antibodies 
to show up on the test 

Still, a simple tick bite isn’t cause 
to rack up medical bills just yet. If 
strange symptoms appear a week or 
two after an outdoors outing, then 
it may be worth a call. Besides, we 
also have Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever and other tick-borne disease 
to think about. Symptoms first 

And as with so many other things 
in life, Ben Franklin still rings true. 
An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure. Always has been. 

Wear long pants, and tuck in your 
shirt. If you don't mind the "Star 
Trek” look, tuck you pants in your 
boot tops, too. A shpritz of insect 
repellent on your ankles, wrists and 
collar will keep most ticks away, 
but it's still worthwhile to look at 
your clothes occasionally, in case 
one of the bugs is climbing up your 
log. And very personal tick checks 
later on, of course 

Last year, 95 cases of Lyme were 
reported in Massachusetts, and 350 
have been reported since 1982, If 
you think of the number of péople 
who go outdoors regularly in Mass 
achusetts, only 95 cases last year 
means the odds are miniscule that 
you might get the Bug after a wip. 

Incidently, you don't build up any 
immunity to Lyme disease. If the 
bug strikes twice, you get it again. 

So be careful, do your tick checks 
but still try to enjoy yourself in the 
outdoors. Yes, Lyme disease is out 
there, but there is also lightning 
stupid power boat drivers, and the 
occasional meteor, if you love to 
worry 

And penicillin won't cure you of 
a lightning strike

SCIENTIFIC GENIUS ALBERT EINSTEIN 
(YAHOO SERIOUS) invents the electric guitar, and 
rock 'n' roll in the proecess, in Warmer Bros.’ wild new 


comedy, "Young Einsiein." 


He's not what you'd expect, not 
at all. When you sce a guy with 
unbridled hair, pink pants and an 
intensely flowered shirt, well, you 
anticipate more comedy than con- 
versation. Yahoo Seriuos may 
look like the contemporary clown, 
but underneath that tousled, gelled 
mop of hair sits a determined, 
thoughtful, articulate Aussie. 

He may have been christened 
Greg Pead 36-years ago in New 
South Wales, but his chosen name 
befits a filmmaker who success- 
fully wore four hats just to ensure 
it was his story on the screen, and 
no one else's. It took Serious five 
ycars to complete "Young 
Einstein" and to do so he wrote, 
directed, produced and played the 
lead. Along the way he even mar- 
ried his associate producer, Lulu 
Pinkus.

The soundtrack 
album went double platinum 
even,

director or even actor for hire, I 
like to generate my own stuff, I's 
only one of the things I love, it's 
how they mesh.

relationshps, Dr. Katcher 
reported on a range of studies he 
conducts or monitors as 
associate director of the center 
for Interaction of Animals and 
Society at the School of 
Veterinary Medicine, Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, 
Philadelphia. 

One study showed that people 
with pets are approached more 
often for conversation than 
when they are alone. Another 
study from the University of 
California at Davis looked at 
how people reacted to blind and 
wheelchair-bound children as 
they negotiated public places 
with or without the assistance of 
their guide dogs. Children with 
their dogs were approached for 
social contact 10 times more 
frequently, Dr. Katcher 
reported. 

A study of heart attack vic- 
tims demonstrated that patients 
with pets in the family have a 
significantly greater chance of 
surviving, according «to Dr. 
Katcher. Another study Showed 
that people's blood pressure is 
lower when they are talking to 
pets than to other people 

“When people talk to their 
pets, they use a special form of 
touch-talk dialogue associated 
with facial expressions of 
relaxed intimacy. The com- 
bination of the slow and soft 
style of speech and the relaxed 
facial expression produces 
relaxation and reduced blood 
pressure. The same style of 
speech is used with cats, dogs 
and birds,’ he said. 

Dr. Katcher discussed three 
reasons for the positive impact 
companion animals have on 
human health 

—“They offer social support 
We know illnesses like heart 
disease are influenced by social 
support and social relationships. 
Companion animals may have 
as strong a positive influence on 
heart disease as smoking has a 
negative one," Dr. Katcher 
said. 

—For people prone to stress, 
pets reduce anxiety or anger. 
They relax us,” he said. For 
example, studies show tht 
contemplation of fish in 
aquarium lowers blood pressure 
and is effective in reducing 
discomfort and anxiety before 
and during dental surgery 

— "Companion animals give 
us something to nurture. We are 
beginning to realize that taking 
care of other living things is an 
important means of reducing 
anxiety, increasing resistance 
to depression and improving 
health,” Dr. Katcher explained. 

“Almost everyone talks to 
their pets, as well as stroking 
and playing with them. In our 
studies, over 80 percent of cat, 
dog and bird owners said they 
talked to their animals as they 
would a person, and almost a 
third said they confided in their 
animals,” Dr. Katcher said. 

“These findings have been 
confirmed by many other 
studies indicating that pets 
provide an important source of 
touch-talk intimate dialogue, 
especially for adolescents and 
older people,’ he said 
Adolescents often refuse af- 
fection from parents and are not 
yet affectionate with peers, and 
the aged may have no other 
source of contact comfort in 
their lives.

Repair expenses plague — 
Wilmington public schools 


WILMINGTON -- In spite of 
some §7 million in renovations at 
Wilmington High School recently, 
the town is facing an expensive 
boiler replacement project and 
other work. Two of the school's 
three boilers are currently under 
repair, and the company which is 
doing the welding on the boilers 
said that the boilers are on 
borrowed time, 

Two of the boilers are original to 
the school, making them nearly 40 
years old. The third is nearly as 
old 

Engineer Kevin Buckley of 
Knight, Bagge and Anderson told 
town officials that a replacement 
project would cost $1.1 million. 
This’ would fmclude $120,000 for 
asbestos removal. 

Town officials are upset that the 
need for boiler replacement was 
not picked up in 1984 engineering 
studies in preparation for the $7 
million renovation project which 
has been done in the school. A 1986 
energy study of the school also did 
not recommend boiler replace- 
ment 

Asbestos removal is another 
project at the school. In the middle 
of a $400,000 window replace- 
ment project, it was found that the 
ceilings in part of the building had 
asbestos in them, In replacing the 
windows, the ceilings were being 
disturbed, enabling some of the 
asbestos to break loose 

Therefore, the window project 
was halted, and during the summer, 
a crew has been at work, abating 
the asbestos problem. 

Meanwhile, a thorough study of 
asbestos in the Wilmington schools 
has been completed. While all 
schools have asbestos, none of it 
was deemed an "imminent hazard.” 
But the report pegged the cost of 
handling the asbestos problem in all 
Wilmington schools at $6,492,580. 
The good news here is that the 
work could be carried out over a 
number of years. 

The asbestos in the high school 
ceilings, though, had to be dealt 
with immediately, since the ceilings 
were being altered. The funding 


for the ashestos removal was 
uansferred from an amount which 
had been appropriated for 
renovating the school auditorium: 


This, of course, means that the 
repairs in the auditorium have not 
been done, which leaves the 
§00-seat auditorium in need of new 
seating, plus paint, carpeting and 
curtains. More seriously, the 
control panel for the lighting 
system is unusable, making it im- 
possible to present any musical or 
theatrical productions. 

Three options have been pre- 
sented for renovating the audito- 
rium, one costing $157,000, 
another $400,000 and the third 
$800,000, with the low figure just 


renovating what is there now. The 
highest figure would bring the 
auditorium up to state-of-the-art 
Some officials are concerned that 
by asking voters for money to 
renovate the auditorium, they may 
be unable to win an override of 
Prop. 2 1/2 for any of the needed 
repairs, not even the boilers. 


With the recently announced cuts 
in state aid, the town is facing a 

it of $870,000 in its current 
year's budget. Consequently, 
nobody is really looking for 
additional places to spend larg: 
chunks of money. But the problems 
in the high school might demand 
just that,

Since some youngsters come out 
with a clean bill of health every 
year, parents might wonder if an 
annual exam really is necessary 
The answer from specialists at the 
New York Eye and Bar Infirmary 
is a resounding “yes,” since dam:

ter? Or YMCA? These often offer 
discounts to families. Even if your 
child is interested in swimming 
only once or twice a week, it will 
be worth it. 

One sport that the whole family 
can enjoy (if the children are at 
least 7 or 8) is racquetball. Just 
chasing the ball, hitting it with the 
racket and fielding it as it bounces 
off the walls is fun — and excel- 
lent exercise. This is an ideal 
sport for children who are non- 
athletic and self-conscious: the 
peer group is not watching. and 
skill levels increase quickly 

Other sports that lend them 
selves to family participation in. 
clude bowling. tennis. cross-coun: 
try skiing, hiking and horseback 
riding Why not try one a week 
until you find the one your child 
can’t get enough of? 

Even walking is the only activi 
ty you feel up for. it can be an 
enjoyable family-shared sport 
Play games as you go. Stroll 
through your neighborhood and 
keep score: one point for each cat. 
two points’ for every dog. Before 
you know it, your kids will be rac 
ing ahead, shouting. “I saw the 
Jones’ Siamese first"

No tears, no fears advice 
for parents and kids 


He stands before the large brick 
building alternately scuffing his 
sneaker and tugging at Mom's 
wrist. His pants and shirt are crisp 
in their newness, his hair combed 
like it hasn't been all summer - 
completely in place 

It's an image that occurs in 
school yards all over the country 
on the first day of the new school 
year. Even in this day and age of 
day care, where so many children 
have been in child care since in 
fancy. there's nothing that quite 
compares to the very first day of 
school 

Preparation is the key for a 
good, perhaps not entirely happy 
first day in the classroom. Readi 
ness is particularly important for 
first-timers and for those students 
who have moved to a new school, 
but also is essential for all chil 
dren about to get back to the 
books 

Here are some of the basies. ac 
cording to Barbara Ferguson 
medical director of the Child 
Study Center at St. John’s Hospital 
and Health Center in Santa Moni- 
ca, Calif 

* Give your child information 
about the school. Drive “by and 
talk about the school and go in and 
visit a classroom if possible. When 
you're leaving for work in the 
morning, point out that this is the 
time the child will head for school 
Note the school buses that drive 
by and let your child help you 
pack a lunch to be eaten later in 
the day, just like she will at 
school 

+ Find out the name of some of 
her teachers and classmates and 
talk about them before the child 
begins school. Mentioning the chil- 
dren by name can make them 
seem real. 

+ If it's an asteroid lunch box she 
wants, get it for her. Let your lit- 
tle one pick out her own school 
supplies — lunch box, pencil case, 
knapsack and crayons — a sure 
enthusiasm booster. 

+ The same applies to back-to- 
school wear. Your soon-to-be-stu 
dent can help make some choices 


on the wardrobe and feel excited 
about getting ready for school, es: 
pecially on those first few days 

* Ask for advice from those in 
the know — teachers and friends 
who already have experienced the 
first days of school 

+ Be prepared to arrive late to 
work on those beginning days or 
even to be called out to pick up an 
inconsolable child. Even the most 
eager child can suddenly decide 
school 1s not the place for her and 
want some reassurance from 
Mom or Dad 

For those parents with pre: 
schoolers, the best bet is to start 
talking about school in earnest 


about two weeks before it's to 
start. If you discuss it too fully 
prior to that it may cause the 


child to be anxious

When kindergarten approaches, 
one of the biggest questions to be 
asked is whether the child is even 
ready to begin his journey through 
12 years of schoo! 

Five years of age is no longer 
the magic number. In fact. educa 
tors now feel that waiting 1s bet 
ter The child’s development and 
maturity are the key factors 
Four-year-olds in kindergarten 
often are considered at a disad 
vantage. 

Educators and child develop- 
ment experts often turn to their 
lists, which can help decide if a 
child is ready 

A sample includes Can your 
child tell his left hand from right. 
can she name four colors and re 
peat a series of four numbers” 
Does your child run easily” Have 
an interest in being read to? Can 
he play well with other children 
and can he remain at one activity 
for up to 15 minutes at a time 

When it's determined that the 
youngster is ready to go, then the 
preparing can commence. Walk 
around the block and pass the 
school as often as possible as the 
summer wanes, making note of 
the welcoming building. In the 
first days, try not to get into the 
habit of saying goodbyes in the 
room, part outside so the new 
“student” can make that break 
alone. )

Every mother is well-acquain. 
ted with the dilemma of packing a 
lunch that is the mode! of nutrition 
only to have Bobby bring it home 
uneaten or — possibly worse — to 
trade it away for a bag of chips 


LUNCH-BOX TIPS 
We start with lunch because 
that is the trickiest meal for 
moms to plan. There are ways to 
pack a lunch that boasts some nu 
trition and that the kids will eat 

The key. say teachers and veter- 
an lunchroom monitors (who know 
just how much kids keep and 
trade), is to involve the kids in 
lunch preparations. 

The idea is that a child is more 
likely to eat a lunch that she 
helped shop for and prepare 

Sit down with your child to pre- 
pare the shopping list. Discuss in 
teresting ways to work nutritious 
foods into the lunch box. And be 
prepared to do some bargaining. 

If she won't eat fruit, offer a box 
of fruit juice for vitamin C (but 
watch the sugar content), to liven 
up vegetables, try celery stalks 
smeared with peanut butter (a fa 
vorite standby) or cream cheese 
mixed with walnuts

believed. Celery and broccoli 
topped the list of favorite vegeta- 
bles. And the kids said they would 
welcome tuna on whole wheat 
more carrots and spaghetti as 
lunch items. 

One common mistake on the 
part of parents, especially with 
younger children, is to overwhelm 
kids with copious amounts of food 
Often children open their lunch 
boxes to a cornucopia of goodies. 

For younger kids, pack half a 
sandwich instead of a whole one 
and put in a handful of grapes in 
stead of the whole vine. Confer 
with your child on how much she 
will eat 

Also, remember that lunchtime 
is social time for kids, and neat 
easy-to-eat foods — chunks of 
cheese, popcorn and rice cakes — 
are more likely to be eaten than 
complicated, messy items. 

Here are some tips for what to 
pack in the lunch box 

+ Pudding cups are being re

placed by yogurt cups. Another fa 
Vorite is little 5-ounce cups of ap- 
plesauce (These cost more than 
using a thermos, but busy parents 

‘ome the convenience and kids 
like the novelty.) 


+ Use the thermos to add varie 
ty. Fill it with soup, chili, pasta or 
fruit salad 

+ Vary the routine. Try peanut 
butter and banana as an alterna- 
tive to peanut butter & jelly. Pack 
home-popped popcorn sprinkled 
with Parmesan cheese instead of 
potato chips. 


+ Pack a container of yogurt dip 
for carrot sticks and celery. For 
tortilla chips, include salsa and 
bean dip 

+ Make a kabob of cold, leftover 
chicken, chunks of cheese and veg- 
gies 

+ Use rice cakes, bagels and pita 
bread as an alternative to regular 
sandwich bread

Homework Hints 
from SS-2

According to Dr. Robert R 
Butterworth, a psychologist who 
has done much research on the 
subject, the parent/child dynamic 
follows this pattern: Parents start 
out concerned, get upset when the 
child doesn’t meet their expecta- 
tions, then calm down and let the 
child do what he or she wants, 

Breaking this cycle requires dis- 
cipline, not only from the student 
but from the parents, too. By na- 
ture children will constantly test 
their limits. It is up to adults to set 
those limits and maintain them as 
well as possible, always keeping 
the right amount of flexibility so 
the child’s creative nature isn't 
squelched because of an overly 
strict regimen. 

Lee Canter and Lee Hausner. 
authors of “Homework Without 
Tears” (Perennial Library), sug 
gest the following guidelines to 
create a successful homework 
schedule 

+ Set up a proper study area. It 
is important that students have a 


quiet place to work. This can't be 
accomplished when there are too 
many distractions — television, 
toys, stereo, telephone, other sibl- 
ings — to allow them to concen- 
trate on the task at hand, Elimi. 
nate these distractions as much as 
possible. 

Choosing the appropriate loca- 
tion is important. If the child's 
bedroom has too many distrac- 
tions, then the kitchen table or a 
desk in a quiet area of the living 
room may be suitable. 

Create a work space with pens, 
papers, dictionaries and other 
study aids to define the area's pur. 
pose. If that’s not possible, create 
a kit, maybe a box or book bag, to 
carry those items from bedroom 
to workplace each evening 

+ Homework must be done on 
schedule. Kids today are busy not 
just with school but also with all 
manner of extracurricular activi- 
ty, such as judo or dance classes. 
religious instruction. or sports 
Homework must fit into that 
schedule, too. 

Canter and Hausner suggest ar 
ranging a “Daily Homework 
Time.” a preplanned period when 
your child must do his or her 
homework. They suggest that you

then make him or her understand 
that getting the homework done is 
top priority. No television or play- 
ing with friends until it is finished 

* Children must do their own 
homework. If you step in and help 
your children finish their home- 
work because “it's too hard,” you 
may be doing them a disservice. 
By stepping in, you deprive your 
children of the learning experienc- 
es that build confidence. Remem- 
ber, they learn from, their muis- 
takes. 

It may be painful for you as a 
parent to see your children strug- 
gle. but the best you can do 1s offer 
encouragement and reinforce- 
ment. Encouraging them to work 
alone fosters the independent spir- 
it necessary for success later in 
life 


+ Motivate your children to do 
their best. Building your child's 
confidence is perhaps the most 
important thing you do as a par- 
ent, and learning to motivate by 
praise rather than threat is the 
best tool. 

In this case, Hausner and 
Canter say that it's important to 
be consistent in your praise and to 
explain specifically what you 
found worthy of praise in their 
homework. When praise doesn't 
seem enough, the authors suggest 
that setting up a system of 
rewards can also be helpful 

Although these guidelines may 
be difficult to implement at once, 
it should be remembered that chil- 
dren like routine. Once the pro- 
gram is in place, it will be easier 
for your young scholar to focus on 
his or her homework without 
undue stress

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Local aid cut crimps Sachem sports programs

WINCHESTER — While it is 
unclear today how the loss of 
more than $750,000 in local aid to 
the town will impact the School 
Department, the newly estab 
lished transportation fee for in- 
terscholastic sports goes into ef- 

this September. 
spring at Town Meeting 
$12.7 million Winchester 
School Department budget 
withstood an onslaught of 
budgetary amendments and 
revisions, but the separate 
athletic budget was slashed by 
some $30,000 

The School Committee 
responded by deciding it was 
more important to offer 
athletics and charge a $35 fee 
per student, that it would be to 
eliminate one or more sports 
from the program. 

When all was said and done, 
Town Meeting approved a 
school budget of $12.7 million (a 
reduction of about $800,000 from 
what the administration had 
originally intended to request), 
but all that had been formally 
requested of Town Meeting 

For the current fiscal year 
Winchester had faced an overall 
revenue shortfall of $2.3 million. 
A debt exclusion override of 
Proposition 21% failed, and cuts 
in both the municipal and school 
budgets had to be made 

Now even more cuts are likely 
with the loss of anticipated local 
aid, but the school System has 
already had to reduce the 
equivalent of 14 full-time 
teaching positions (some 
through attrition, some through 
work-load reduction and some 
layoffs) 

There have also been reduc: 
tions at the junior high school, in 


Education and the 
nee Department. Further 
s were made in funding for 
hers’ aides, custodians and 
secretaries 
According to school officials 
the equivalent of 18 full-time 
positions have been cut out of 
the current fiscal budget 
But the decision on how to 
react to the loss of additional 
funding will depend upon how 
‘Town Meeting responds. 
To save money, Winchester 
will have a total of eight split

Most parents remember to 
teach their children the basics, 
such as looking both ways before 
crossing the street and riding a 
bike with the traffic, but here are 
a few often-overlooked safety tips 

+ To prevent bicycle injuries, 
make sure young cyclists always 
wear a helmet. The bike should 
“fit” the child and undergo an 
overhaul if it isn't in top-notch

+ Young students who stay after 
school for band or sports might 
find themselves walking home at 
dusk during the winter months 
Make sure they can be seen by 
motorists by trimming their cloth- 
ing with reflective tape, which is 
available at fabric, sporting goods 
and hardware stores. 

+ When car pooling, everyone 
must buckle up, and preschoolers 
destined for day care should be 
securely fastened in a regulation

Teach children 
about the “danger zone” — an 
imaginary 10-foot-wide area sur- 
rounding the bus on all sides

Occupancy will 
test the system’s ability to move 
enough fresh air throughout the 
building.

As the only blind student in her 
first grade class, a combination of 
SpecialNet and a computerized 
braille printer, located in the SEEM 
Collaborative office at the Little 
School, created the same 
instructional materials for’ Katie

fraction of the time it once took to 
transcribe print manually to braille. 

Katie passed first grade with 
flying colors and is ready 10 enter 
second grade this fall. She was the 
first blind SEEM student to benefit 
from both of these technologies 

EM (Special Education of 
Education Mutual) serves the 
communities of North Reading, 
Wilmington, Lynnfield, Reading.

This is how it works: Teaching 
assistant Charlotte Grasso types 
Katie's class work for the upcoming 
week into an Apple computer at 
Shawsheen and transmits it, via 
SpecialNet, to the computer at the 
Little School.

Katie writes her answers with a 
Perkins Brailler, a machine 
resembling an old fashioned 
typewriter with six keys, one for 
each of the six dots of the braille 
cell 

With the push of a button, 
Elaine gets one week's worth of 
classroom instructional matcrials, 
which can be as much’ as 700 to 
800 lines per week,” said Robert 
Lyons, the executive director of the 
SEEM Collaborative. "And as 
Katie moves along in the grades, it
